SECRETARY PROCTOR’S REPORT. 


Secretary of War Proctor has made 
his annual report, a digest of which 
will be found in our telegraph columns. 
A large portion of it is quite interest- 
ing reading, even‘ to non-military 
readers. 
| The Secretary approves of the new 
system of promotion lineally through- 
'out each arm of the service which was 
inaugurated last month, also for the 
provision for promotion by examina- 
tion of all officers below the rank of 
major, the tendency of which, he be- 
lieves, will be ‘o increase the zeal and 
industry of young officers. The old 
system of promotion was more adapted 
to large armies andtimes of war. 

Arrangements have been made to 
secure greater certainty of justice to 
enlisted men when brought before 
courts-martial. Summary courts have 
also been instituted forthe trial of petty 
offenses, the result of which has already 
been seen ia falling-offin the num- 
ber of military courts held. Another 
gratifying feature of the service dur- 
ing the past year is the large gecrease 
in the number of desertions, which 
have fallen off 24 per cent. during the 
year, aud 40 perceni. during the past 
month. Several arrangements have 


| been made to make the enlisted sol- 


dier’s lot a more comfortuble one. 
Enlistments will still be made for five 
years, but after one vear’s service a 
soldier is permitted, in time of peace, 
to purchase his discharge for a moder- 
atesum. The diet ofthe soldier has 
also been improved. 

The Secretary enlarges upon the 
urgent necessity for coast detenses of 
us permanent character and recom- 
mends a yearly appropriation for that 
purpose. An.increased appropriation 
by the Federal Government to the 
National Guard is another suggestion. 
Among other miscellaneous recom- 
mendations is one for an appropria- 
tion to make a thorough exploration of 
Alaska by a military detachment.

A NEW USE FOR GRAPES, 


New methods of utilizing the prod-

price of grapes this year. Now, a com- 
mencement is about to be made in the 
manufacture of grape syrup on a large 
scale at Fresno, where a company has 
established works, from which it is ex- 
pected that 20,000 gallons of syrup will 
be turned out this year and much 
more next year. Grapes of any 
kind, as ‘long as they have not 
soured, are used by thecompauy. The 
juice is reduced to a fluid, carrying 
sixty-five percent. of sugar, which is 
used in fg. and giving body to’ 


other wines, mainly sherries and port. 
It finds a ready market at figures rang- 
ing from 40.¢o.80 cents a gallon.

Increased Appropriations Recom- 
mended or Coast Defenses, 


An Expedition of Exploration to Be 
Sent to Alaska, 


An Increased Necessity for Revenue 
Marine on the Pacific Coast 
—Docks and Navy . 
Yards.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Nov. 17.—[By 
the Associated Press.) In his annual 
report to the President, Secretary of 
War Proctor says: 


_ The legislation of the present Congress 
affucting the army has bese unusually im- 
portant, and embraces pr. visions for lineal 
promotion and professional examinations 
therefor, acts fur the prevention of deser- 
tion, for the limitation of punishments un- 
der the Articles ot War, and the improve- 
of courts-martial, and appropriations 
for additional machinery for the manufac- 
ture of large guns and for the beginning ofa 
system of coast defense. 

By the act of Octuber 1, 1890, promotions 
beiow the rank ot a general ufficer are here- 
after to be made lineally throughout each 
arm of the service. The operation of the 
law is p»stponed in the case of present first 
lieutenants only. Whatever advantages 
there might have been in the old system of 
regimental promotion, they were such as 
would prevail in a large army rather than 
in a small one and in war than in time of 
peace. On their present basis it certainly 
could not increase the esprit de corps of in- 
dividuil regiments. The change is one 
eminently just to officers and is fittingly 
inaugurated in cor neciion with its compan- 
measure in the sime uct. 

EXAMINATION FOR PROMOTION 

That measure provides for a system of ex- 
amivations for all officers of the army be- 

low the rank of major, and makes their 
right to promotion conditional on them 
There are exceptional provisions, however, 
in the interests of ofticers who came in from 
the volunteer service. The measure as a 
whole is oneof great importance to the effi 

Ciency and high professien.«i standing of the 
Officers of the army.

COURTS MARTIAL.

The act of October 1, instituting 
summary courts for the trial of certain 
petty offenses, provides a prompt and’ very 
Satisfactory method for the adjustment of 
such matters.

When our 
principal cities, our harbors aod our navy 
yards are thus protected, then our coasts 
will be ssfe, and our navy and our increas- 
ing commerce will have safe ports of refuge, 
where they can be repaired, recoaled und 
refitted. 

The efficiency of land defenses is no ex- 
periment. It was the furmer wise policy of 
the Government, previous to the Civil War, 
to m fortifications entireiy cum- 
petent to resist the vessels of war of 
that period. They are the cheapest to 
build; they are the cheapest to maintain; 
they are always in postion, and ready for

THE SLOOP LOU. 


Judge Ross’ Decision inthe Forfeit- 
_ ure Proceedings. 


sloop Lou, United States District Judge 
Erskine M. Ross yesterday handed down 
the following opinion: 


to enforce the forfeiture of the sioop Lou, 

her boats, tackie, furniture and cargo. 
‘Twoclaims have been interposed. One 

by the master and one by the owner of the 


-sioop for the Vessel, and the other by the { 


~owner -of- the cargo, 
which consists a lotofgoldore. The 
vessel, was licensed by the Collector of Cus- 
toms for thé port‘of San Diego for fisheries, 
and [ think leaves no ruom to doubt that 
without giving wp her license and being 
duly registered by the Collector she pro- 
cepited on.a foteign voyage and engaged in 
trade betweeu a foreign and her home port. 
It is notdenled that at such foreign port 
she took the cargo. in ~ question, but 
it is contended that this was done 
not for hire but for accomm datiou merely, 
fer which reason it is argued she was not 
engaged in trade. Apart from the circum: 
stances tending to negative this pretension, 
the very letter relied upon as estabiishing 
the true ownership of the ore makes pro- 
vision for the payment of the freight upon 
it. The Government right to a decree con- 
demning the ‘sloop, her boats, tackle, ap- 
parel and turoiture by virtue of sections 
4337 anu 4377 of the rev.sed statutes is, [ 
think, very clear. But in respect to the 
cargo it is otherwise. Section 4375 of revised 
statutes provides as follows: 

“Any merchandise on board any vessel, 
which belongs in good faith to any person 


such vessel, and upon which the duties 
have been paid or secured according to law, 
shall be exempted from apy forfeiture under 
this title,’’ 

‘The evidence shows that one E, Thomas 
to be the true owner of the ore, it having 
been shipped by his agent in San Diego. 
There Is no reason to doubt the genuineness 
of the ietter introduced in evidence, or the 
truth of Wentscher’s testimony that he re- 
ceived it by the very sluop that brought the 


ore. 

The ore in question was not subject to 
any duty, and not being the property of the 
master, owner or mariner of the vessel, is 
by virtue of section 4378 of the Revised 
Statutes exempted trom forfeiture. 
*Duties,” said the Supreme Court in the 
case of “the active,” (U.S. Reports, 105) 
“cannot be paid or secured according to 
law as goods not liable by law toduty. 
The Legislature must be understood when 
saying upen which the duties have been 
previousiy paid or secured according to 
law, to mean upon which the duties of any 
have been previously paid.” 

A decree will be entered in accordance 
with this view.
